Prominent American Danker fisya 
That the Agricultural Interests f 
Outweigh All Others 

The year IBM will long be memor¬ 
able In banking history for Ua unpre¬ 
cedented events, writes William A. 
Law, president or the American fltnk 
era' Association, In the Hanker Karin 
er. In Its early months slackening 
trade, and the constant anticipation 
that the new Federal Reserve sys¬ 
tem would soon be launched, caused 
an accumulation of Idle funds and 
produced abnormally low Intercut 
rates. Mercarftlle stocks wefe redu* 
sd. considerable commercial Indebted¬ 
ness, was liquidated, and some aecurl- 
ties were distributed. Later on, wheu 
crop reports gave assurance of abuud- 
ant yields, cheerfulness became pr • 
valent In business rlrclgs generally 
except In some of the larger Industrial 
and financial centres. 

Tbe news of war broke like a aud- 
deu squall, shaking the Auaucial ship 


Increased Growth and Improved 
Methods Required 

The linen Industry tn Ireland and 
Scotland Is In danger "as a conse¬ 
quence of die war. Muck of the raw 
msAria:. flh.x f.bre. baa corns from 
Belgium. Francs and Russia, and 
these sources of supply are, for the 
time being, cloaod. Representatives 
from tbs large mills of Great Britain 
have recently visited Canada in an en¬ 
deavor to enlist the cooperation of 
fanners in a greater production of 
(lax. 

ilero Is an opportunity to develop 
the Industry In this country, and by 
modem methods of production and 
handling, put It ou a heals that win 
1 make It profitable under normal condl- 
1 tlona and prices. 

Flax for fibre can be grown In Can¬ 
ada wherever mixed farming can bn 
1 carried on. In romo' parts of Quebec 
and in Western Ontario, from the 
1 days of early settlement, flax has 
I been grown and homemade Into lln?n 
I In only a few sections of Ontario in 
1901 some 700 Iona of fibre were pro¬ 
duced. which sold for 9201 per ton. 
This fibre wj s of s poor commercial 
grade, owing to antiquated methods of 
prepaariion for spinning. A shipment 
to Belfast produced by slightly lm 
proved methods sold for 9240 per ton. 
The average price for Irish flax fibre 
during the last five years has been 
ISIS per ton. while Belgian flax haa 
averaged 9405 per too It la obvious 
that Canadian flax should supply the 
i present deficiency and future require 
| meats of the empiie’s raw material 
I for linen production and that more 
remunerative prices will be received 
If Improved methads of production sre 
employed. 

The average acre of flax grown for 
fibre, under normal market conditions, 
and using the new process, would 
I yield at least 915-00 worth of fibre and 
seed worth 913.00. making a total of 
958.00. This la about three times (lie 
usual export value of an acre of 
wheat. It will be three years at least 
before normal conditions can again bs 
expected, and during this time higher 
price- sre likely to prevail. The area 
in flax (mainly for seed) In Canad t. 
In 1913, was 1.552.900 acres and, in 
1914. 1.094.000 acres. This shows a 
decided decrease and It also shows 
that what is needed in Canada Is n 
practical method of producing fibre

Banks Arrange to Supply Selected 
Seed For Stock Raising 
Districts 

JWtth a view to further the efforts 
of the department of agriculture to 
arouse a widespread Interest In corn 
growing on the ; rt of western farm¬ 
ers. a number of leading banka have 
joined In an arrangement under 
which. In every district where soy 
stock raising prevails, selected seed 
will bo supplied free to n limited num¬ 
ber of farmers who will undertake to 
grow one acre-of corn for green fod¬ 
der In accordance wiUi instructions 
furnished by the d -pertinent of agH- 
culture. 

The action of the banks has been 
Ukea with the cordial support of the 
department of agriculture and tbe 
importance of thp movement Is Indi¬ 
cated by the following extract from e 
letter addressed by one of the depart¬ 
ments to tbe Winnipeg sub-section of 
the Canadian Bankers' Association: 

“The benefits derivable to tbe weet- 
ern provinces from the Introduction of 
corn as one of the standard* crops, 
would come uot merely from the fact 
that With the rig-1 varieties sgd prop¬ 
er cultivation a satisfactory yield at 
fodder corn Is In nearly all areas as 
cerlnla as that of any other success¬ 
ful crop and toe amount of fodder 
produced is greater than can be ob¬ 
tained from any other crop at present 
known, but also from the vastly more 
Important reason that the growing of 
corn In the rotation of gTald crops 
dispenses to that ixtent 1 q all the 
more humid region, of the west with 
the necessity for summer-fall »wlng 
and thus makes possible a profitable 
use of the land every year. 

"Straight grain growing la not only 
destructive of soli fertility, but U 
further wasteful because It necessi¬ 
tates allowing a larger or smaller por¬ 
tion of a farmer's cultivated laud to 
lit idle each year In summer fallow. 
We gain Just to the extent that we can 
dispense with the summer-falloa 
with decreasing subsequent yields. 

"Corn being a cultivated or hoed 
crop clean* land from ome weed* and 
the summer cultivation forma n mulfth 
on the surface rouaervf k the later 
moisture .especially for the s i 
Ing crop. Those who rtew corn, par¬ 
ticularly In the more humid regions, 
maintain that In the succeeding wheat 
crop they get less straw and aa much 
grain of better quality than on lum- 
raer-fallow 

"To obtuln the full benefit or com 
growing a balancing of operation by a 
certain minimum of stock raising Is 
necessary: and the experience of sev¬ 
eral of the neighboring slates shows 
that corn growing always operates ns 
an Incentive to aa lncreaso of stock 
raising. 

"For these reasons, then, whenever 
com is grown on sn adequate scale 
In these provinces, the ecotrvnnlc gain 
to the coifntry will be considerate."

I have 
been put with my thirty-six bearers in 
a brewery, and our Job Is this: When a 
brigade comes out of the trenches lha 
men are very muddy and dirty. We 
have to see to tha washing of the 
men. They are to come In to me by 
.fries. They go up tq s big room on 
the second floor and undress, then 
they all go down to the basement, 
where there are fifty tuba of water. 
They wash there and then go upstairs 
and dry themselves. • , 

"Meanwhile their clothes Have been 
taken and sorted out. Those used up 
und torn are destroyed and the re 
matnder arc *orted out and packed In 
a wagon and sent two hundred . arils 
down tho road to another brewery, 
where there arc twenty-four washer¬ 
women. who wash and Iron all the 
clothes. The men are supplied with 
all clean things—at flrst with new. but 
later on those sent to the washer¬ 
women ar. ready for use, and so on 
It goes. 

"Wc stait work at eight o’clock to¬ 
morrow- morring and will go on until 
five - o'clock without a break; 1,060 
men a day we have got to do. At you 
can Imagine, we ar* very busy. We 
have tu scrub the brewery out from 
top to bottom, wash out fifty tubs, and 
wa are having 2.000 towels. 500 
pounds of soap, twelve acetylene 
lamps. 600 pairs of panls. shirts, 
socks, etc., so you can sec It Is a big 
business. 

"I am jolly well pleased to got It. 
The boys are working awfully Well, 
and we had a topping dinner yester¬ 
day. awfully well rooked #nd I am 
feeling very At. The guns are boom 
Ing all around .is. snd It looks like 
contlnusl lightning at night.

He djd not wor¬ 
ry about the effect of hie diplomacy on 
German' sentiment so long an he wan 
sure or its effect In the world outside. 
He felt his way carefully and played 
one outside internet against .

Ills successors Lave followed an¬ 
other coume. They have given far 
less study to conditions and the drift 
of sentiment outside Germany and 
shaped their diplomacy so as to make 
It appeal Instead to German pride and 
ronscloulness of power, la that way 
they have helped to unify Germany.

Any to' 
crease would be at the expense of one 
of the other crops, and these require 
increasing not drcresslqg in the com¬ 
ing season It In not likely that valu¬ 
able permanent glass land will be 
broken up lu any large quantity for 
the sake of raising high priced wheat 
for a single season. In our own eontt- 
try we fear It Is hopeless to iook for 
any very great Increase In the wheat 
area, perhaps 500.000 acres or pet- 
chance 1.000,040 acres might be added 
to the 3.000.000 scree normally under 
the premier cereal, but even that Is a 
good deal to expert.

The members of ihe Womans

towns. Tbe beautifying of our 
towns is a matter to which some 
serious consideration ought to be 
given, and we think tbat it ought 
to be done collectively rather than 
individually as tbat method would 
increase the interest and be ari 
incentive to competition. No one 
of course would have anything bnt 
praise for the individusl effort, 
unrecognized though it often be, 
for any attempt whatever goes to 
enhance tbe town and the value of 
life for others. 

The members of the Institute 
ate doing for themselves wbat 
many Civic leagues in other places 
are doing for the towns, and it 
would be of interest to see whether 
some means of co-operation be¬ 
tween the Institute and non-mem¬ 
bers could not be brought about in 
order that the move might become 
something concerning every citizen.

Amojs the evil effects re¬ 
sulting from tbe j resen: war, there¬ 
fore. may be couniod ths cutting oft 
from tbe markets of tbe world tho 
supply of Ibis material. Dr. Sbutr, 
Domln.on chem.st. regards this clr* 
cumslanca as not so serious as some 
may consider. In order to place his 
views befo“« tbe farmtrs cf Canada 
Dr. Shutt has lssutd Circular No 7 of 
the Experimental Farms. Potash I- 
Agric ilturcII lakes up tbe subject 
under severs, beaus and reaches the 
following conciU ilons: 

**U Is on.'y -cut light, c.r.dy and 
gravelly sills that are mirrkedly defic¬ 
ient In potash and Ibis element Is only 
specialty calL-d fo* by clover, pota¬ 
toes, roots and.leafy crops generally.

Do not think this is merely a moribund measure on 
the statute hooka. It ia a double-action, smokeless 
and quick-firing law that does business whenever the 
occasion arises. For instance, a few weeks before 
this was written, a druggist of Topeka, Kansas, was 
fined f300 sad got a jail sentence of six months. This 
men was s first offender.

There is another taw for the incorrigible. This taw 
provide* a penalty of one year in tbe penitentiary at 
hard tabor for the man who offends a second time. 
Neither is the taw x "Quaktf cannon. “ A very short 
time ago, one William Briggs concluded that the 
prohibition taw waa nothing 1° he afraid of, and made 
k second sale of liquor after having been oaf* convic¬ 
ted. lie was sentenced In the penitentiary 
Ufa fames prohibition taw covers the state “like 
the dew.*' Ih-uggffa cannot sell liquors. Kansas 
tried exempting them, and soon found dial the ex¬ 
emption sms a nuisance. li s Kansas citizen is bitten 
by a snake now, he has to go to Missouri to get treat¬ 
ment, unless be is an up-to-date, intelligent fellow, 
ami knows that wqiaky Is not good for snake bite 
Vermont had a prohibition taw once, but there are 
prohibition laws, and oilier prohibition taws. The 
Vermont law left a drug-store hole, and the snake 
got in. It also left several other holes. 

The Katun* law is double-riveted, copper-IxHtoined 
and air tight It is pig tight It forbids everything 
that ought to lie forbidden, and spikes down its pro- 
ik tab s s n t with adequate penalties. Incidentally it 
prarsfics a way bjr which tlie people can get rid of 
trnbnrous official* who refuse to enforce the taw 
KMf course, mine people drink anyway, as is their 
pri* stage. But nine-trhths of the liquor consumed in 
Kansas is purchased in a perfectly legal way through 
utter-state commerce, for the personal consumption 
««f tar man buying it. It does not coroe out of a cor¬ 
ner saloon, filled with bums and loafers, spewing out 
hangers-on to make vile remarks about passing wom¬ 
en. and vomiting forth crime, disorder and pauperism. 

But the Kansans who do drink are not numerous, 
and they don't drink much A careful investigation 
under the new Mahln taw, which requires a report of 
all liquor shipments once each month to the county 
clerk, aha wed conclusively that the average Kansas 
citizen consumes only about one-sixth as much liquor 
as the average individual consume* for the nation a* 
a whole. 

HOW ABOl'T TAXES? 

N’citiu-r does prohibition make the taxes high. The 
Kansas Stale tax rate b 1.2 mills. 

And to nuke a comparison with a state that lies 
just along <*idr Kansas, the Misaouri statr tax rate is 
1.9 mills 

There are two rvasous win lh«- Kaiiwn Lu rate is 
low. First, there is plenty of wealth in Kansas to 
tax; second, there j* not so much need of taxes to 
take cafe of the insanity, crime, pauperism, etc., 
caused by tile use of liquor. 

Tile assessment of taxable property in Kansas for 
1913. totalled 62,810,961,092. This is a per capita 
assessed wealth of 61,684. Missouri, much more fav¬ 
ored as to climxlr, tupogfuphy and soil, ami, aside 
from it* negro population, with practically the oniue 
kind of people, has an assessed valuation of *1,765,- 
476,990 This assessment, however, is on a Imiit of 
40 per cent., ami n* we wish to be perfectly fair, we 
multiply it Is two and one-half times, thus estimating 
Missouri's set lull wealth at $4,391,192,473. Never¬ 
theless, this gives a per capita wealth of only 81.333, 
as com parr* I to the Kansas per capita wealth of $1,684. 

Ami at practically every point, the comparisons 
favor the prohibition state. The per capita valuation 
of live stock in Missouri, in 1910. was aliout $133; in 
Kansas it was *150. In the last twenty-one yesra, 
hank Iwtancea in the prohibition state liave increased 
four and one-tulf times, and the Hit stock wealth has 
increased nearly three times. Very nearly even fam¬ 
ily can afford a housr to itself. The total number of 
families in Kansas is 393,771, ami the total numlwr of 
dwelling houses is 383,682. 

Yes, the state has the wealth to tax. but there is not 
so great a need to tax it a* there is In license territory 
For instance. Missouri lias 187 insane to every 100,000 
and Kansas has only 172. The average of insane to 
the 100,000 in the whole West North Central division 
of states Is 194. The rate of commitments to prison 
in 1910 for thr Tinted States was 320, and for the 
license states in the West North-Central division 465, 
while in Kansas it was only 200, The Kansas rate 
was far tielow tl\at of any other state Jexcept North 
Dakota, which is also under prohibition -If the Kan- 
saus did not assume much of the Inirdcn which should 
1 k- borne b> thnVpeighbor*. there would he a still 
greater disparity. for only 2*> per cent, of the prison¬ 
ers received during the last two y ears were natives of 
Kansas, wliercas 49 per cent, of those received by the 
Missouri prison* during that time were native products. 

GROWING STILL BF.TTKR 
Am! when Kansas succeeds in fiuully purging her¬ 
self of the evils resulting from Ui*r enrlv policy toward 
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tramp picked up aa a vagrant. Hodgeman County 
has had only one prisoner in bar Jail in the (paM 
twelve years Eighteen had no prisoner* In 

the penitentiary at all in 19li. Twenty-three sent 
no prisoner* to the Kansas penitentiary la the year* 
1911-12. ami nineteen had hot one aa»n each. 

WHAT ABOUT SCHOOUV 

The Jay-hawker State believes in sofertirote* for the 
saloon. Her favorite “substitute" la Ute school 
Thr percentage of illiteracy in Kanaaa ia only 2.2, 
ami of the native white population, only sight-tenth* 
of one per cunt. In Miaaouri the perrrntafp- h 4.3, 
and in Vermont 3 7. In Kansas 74 per cent, oi those 
enrolled attend school; in Missouri 70 percent. Ver¬ 
mont pays her teacher* an average of $33.46; Missouri 
$55.33; and Kanaaa 675.07. Vermont expends on her 
schools $4.61 per capita; Missouri $4.32; ami Kansas 
$3.94. 

You see, Kansan is a good place to lire. Prohibi¬ 
tion has helped everything except the climate and it 
has made its men and women so robust that the cli¬ 
mate has few terrors tor them The death rate al the¬ 
sis te. according to tbr State Hoard of Health; ia only 
10.14 per thousand. la Missouri it te l.L2Mfip«r 
thousand 

No wonder the prohibition law is so popular that 
Senator Thompson said in Congress: “If protnhstiwo 
were submitted again, it would carry by a larger maj¬ 
ority than any other question that could come brfnrc 
the people ’ 

There are 732 editor* in Kansas,. At one of their 
regular state'meeting* a resolution was presented en¬ 
dorsing the prohibition law. It went through without 
one disarming voice.

Kansas owns its ow n mortgages and buys its 
own bond*." Ami whenever the East gets into 
trouble, it ia Kansas money that goes flying over the 
rail* to break the back of the panic. 

We haw given you a great many figure* in this 
leaflet. They come from original source*,, and are 
gilt-edge truth. You can get plenty of the other kind. 
For instance, the brewer* who are so afraid of prohi¬ 
bition, because “it mean* people will simply drink 
more," ami presumably work them to death filling 
order*, frequently will come nut with scare-head* 
telling the'eitiaens of other state* of the “large num¬ 
ber of liquor dealers'* in Kansas. 

On Jnne 30, 1914, there were 374 peopir in the 
state who owned an annual federal tax receipt. A 
great many of these are druggists who do not sell 
liquor at all. but are willing to pay the tax in order 
to keep the nosing collector* out of their place* of 
Imsiness. «Kherf are innocent one* who deckle to 
try a little I»oot-legging and buy the federal tax re¬ 
ceipt in preparation The are generally snapt up iby 
ijjcJaw lieforc they have sold a gallon Many more 
of them are poor fellows who haw sold a drink, sew¬ 
ed their sentence in jail, and, coming out. are im¬ 
mediately collared by the revenue collector and told 
that if they do not pay thr federal tax of $25. they 
will tie jailed ggain. _ 

These are the kind'of “retail liquor dealers" the 
Iwewer* loft to contra** with the licensed saloon¬ 
keeper* of Missouri ami other states. 

However, these fact* are interesting In New York 
in 1913, there .were 23.472 saloons licensed by tbe 
state. During that time tilt Internal Rcwnue collec¬ 
tors issued 34,322 permits to sell Hqoors. This mcau* 
that there were in New York just exactly 11,050 blind 
pigs, besides those not holding the federal license, 
i There are 12,708 licensed saloons in Illinois, butthcri- 
are 22,754 dealers In liquors holding tbe fvdeQd 
tax receipts. This indicates the presence in Illinois 
of 10,046 Idiml pigs. New York has one blind pig for 
every 817 people, Illinois ha* one for every 561 inhab¬ 
itants of that state; Kansa* has one blind pijfnrrvrrv 
2,207 of the population. 

Prohibition of the Kansas kind is a mighty goml 
thing for a state to have.
